1. (WITHDRAWN) A computer implemented method for associating multiple output 
devices with a drawing in a computer-implemented graphics program comprising: 

selecting a first layout of said drawing; 

selecdng a first output device; 

selecting a first output device configuration; 

associating said first layout with said first output device and said first output device 
configuration; 

selecting a second layout of said drawing; 

selecting a second output device; 

selecting a second output device coiifigurarion; 

associating said second layout with Said second output device and said second output device 
configorarion. 

2. (WITHDRAWN) The method of claim 1 wherein said first and second output 
device selection steps and said first and second output device configuration steps are performed in a 
page setup dialog.

4. (WITHDRAWN) The method of claim 1 wherein said association steps comprise: 
saving a niime for said first output device with said drawing; 

savic^ a name for said second output device with said drawing; 

saving said first output device configuration with said drawing; 

saving said second output device configuration widi said drawing; 

saving first additional configuration information with said first output device; and 

saving second additional configuration information with said second output device. 
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5. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A computer-implemented method for associating 
multiple output device configurations with information comprising: 

selecting infotmatio n comprising a file generated by a cnmpurer appliearion: 
selecting one or more output device configurationfli and 

associating said information with said one or more output device conSgutations by saving an 
as3Qci«rion between said selected information and said one or more selected output device 
configuratinns vnth sfiid file . 

6. (CANCELLED) 

7. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 5 wherein said steps are performed in a 
compuier-implemenred graphics prograiTi and said infonnation comprises a dtawiag. 

8. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 7 wherein said iaformation further comprises a 
layout of said drawing. 

9. (ORIGINAL) The mediod of claim 5 futrther comprising: 
obtaining settings for at least one of said output device configurations; and 
associating said settings with said information. 

10. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 9 wherein said associating said settings s;ep 
comprises saving said seddngs with said information. 

11. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 5 wherein said selecting one or more output 
device configurations comprises: 

reuicving a list of output device configurations; 
displaying said list of output device configurations; and 

selecting at least one output device configaration from said list of output device 
configurations. 
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12, (ORIGINAL) The method of ckim 5 wherein ar least one of said output device 
configtirations is for a printer. 

13, (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 5 wherein selecting an output device 
configuradon comprises selecting a "none" configurauon that docs not represent an installed output 
device, said method farther comprising selecdng an ouiput device configuration that is similar to the 
"none" configuration. 

14, (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 5 wherein said associating step comprises 
saving names of said one or more selected output device configuradons with said infonnation. 

15, (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A system for associating muldple ouiput device 
configurations with information comprising: 

a computer; 

means, performed by the computer, for creating a file__Qf infonnadon: 
means, performed by the computer, for storing said created file of information ^Edted^n 
said computer; 

one or more output device configurations stored on said computer; 

means, performed by the computer, for selecting one or more of said one or more output 
device configurations; and 

means, performed by the computer, for associating said iaformation with said one or more 
selected output device configurations by storing an association between said inform ^it^^n ^nrl <;^iH 
one or more selected oalpLit device configurations with said file . 

16, (CANCELLED) 

17, (ORIGINAL) The system of claim 15 implemented in a computer-implemented 
graphics program and said information comprises a drawing. 

18, (ORIGINAL) The system of claim 17 wherein said information farther comprises a 
layout of said drawing* 
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19. (ORIGINAL) The system of claim 15 further comprising; 

means, performed by the compater, for obtaining settings for at least one of said output 
devices; and 

means, performed by the computer, for associating said settings with said informarion. 

20. (ORIGINAL) The system of claim 19 wherein said means for associating comprises 
means for saving said settings with said information. 

21. (ORIGINAL) The system of claim 15 wherein said means for selecting said one or 
more output device configurations comprises: 

means, perfonned by said computer, for retrieving a list of said one or more output device 
configurations; 

means, performed by said computer, for displaying said list of said one or more ouiput 
device configuradons; and 

means, performed by a user of said computer, for selecting at least one of said output device 
configurations from said list of one or more output device configurations. 

22. (ORIGINAL) The system of claim 15 wherein at least one of said output device 
configuradons is for a printer. 

23. (ORIGINAL) The system of claim 15 wherein the means for sclecdng an output 
device configuration comprises means for selecting a "none" configuxadon that does not represent 
an installed output device, said system further comprising means for selecting an output device 
configLuzation chat is similar to the "none" configuration. 

24. (ORIGINAL) The system of claim 15 wherein said means for associating comprises 
means, performed by said computer, for saving names of said one or more selected references with 
said information. 
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25. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) An article of manufecmre embodying logic for 
pcrfotming a method for associating mxaltiple output device configutarions with information, tlie 
method comprising: 

selecring infomiation comprising a file generaied by ft computer application : 
seleccing one or more output device configurations; and 

assodanng said information with said one or more output device configurations by saving an 
association betw.een said selected information and said selected. one or more output device 
cojl.fi gufflri on sjwirh sfiid file . 

26. (CANCELLED) 

27. (ORIGINAL) The article of manu£acture of claim 25 wherein said method is 
performed in a computer-implemented graphics program and said information comprises a drawixig. 

28. (ORIGINAL) The article of manufacmre of claim 27 wherein said information 
further comprises a layout of said drawing. 

29. (ORIGINAL) The article of manufacture of claim 25, said method further 
comprising: 

obtaining settings for at least one of said output device configurations; and 
associating said settings with said information. 

30. (ORIGINAL) The article of manufacture of claim 30 wherein said associating said 
settings comprises saving said settings with said information. 

31. (ORIGINAL) The article of manufacmre of claim 25 wherein said selecting one or 
more output device configurations comprises: 

retrieving a list of ouqjut device configurations; 
displaying said list of output device configurations; and 

selecting at least one output device configuration ficoro said list of output device 
configurations. 
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32. (ORIGINAL) The article of manufacmre of claim 25 wherein ar least one of said 
ourput device configurarions is for a printer. 

33, (ORIGINAL) Tlie article of manufacmre of claim 25 wherein said selecting an 
output device configuradon comprises selecting a ''none" configuration that does not represent an 
installed output device, said mediod of said article of manufacmre farther comprisiag selecting an 
output device configaration that is similar to the "none" configuration- 

34- (ORIGINAL) The article of manufocture of claim 25 wherein said aissodating 
comprises saving names of said one ot more selected output device configurations wirh said 
infonnation. 
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
